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REMARKS 

Originally filed claims 1 and 3-23, as amended for form by this paper, are the 
only active claims pending in this application. Claim 2 is canceled. The foregoing 
separate sheets marked as "Listing of Claims" shows all the claims in the 
application, each with an indication at its first line showing the claim's current status. 

Applicants respectfully note with appreciation that claims 12-23 are indicated 
as allowed. Office Action at page 3. Applicants also respectfully note with 
appreciation that claims 2, 4-6 and 9 are indicated as being allowable subject to 
being amended or rewritten to include ail of the limitations of their base claim and all 
intervening claims. Office Action at page 4. 

I. Amendment to the Drawings 

The Office Action states no objections to the drawings. Applicants have 
identified, however, that Fig. 3 omits the reference character "101" label for the 
depicted p-channel MOSFET that is Identified and described at page 27, line 20, as 
item "101." Applicants submit a corrected new sheet that inserts the label, thereby 
conforming the drawings to the specification. Applicants respectfully submit that the 
correction does not add new matter; Fig. 3 clearly depicts the p-channel MOSFET 
using an accepted graphical representation of a p-channel MOSFET, it is the only 
such item on Fig. 3, and its connection to surrounding labeled items is such that, as 
originally filed, a person or ordinary skill in the art would understand the item now 
labeled on Fig. 3 as "101" to exactly what the label indicates, namely, p-channel 
MOSFET 101 . Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the new Fig. 3 be 
approved and entered. 

II. Objections to the Specification 

The Office Action objects to the Abstract of the Disclosure as not meeting 
form requirements. Office Action at page 2. Applicants respectfully submit, in 
response, a new Abstract of the Disclosure, attached as page 2 of this paper, and 
submit that the new Abstract meets all relevant requirements for form. Applicants 
therefore respectfully request that the objection be reconsidered and withdrawn. 
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III. Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 112, Second Paragraph 

The Office Action rejects claim 7 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, 
on the stated reason that its phrase "the delay device" lacks antecedent basis. 
Applicants have amended claim 7 to recite: "further comprising a delay device to 
delay." Claim 7, currently amended, at lines 1-2. Applicants therefore respectfully 
request that the rejection be reconsidered and withdrawn. 

IV. Claim Rejections Based on Prior Art 

The Office Action rejects the examined claims 1 , 3, 7-8 and 10-1 1 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,416,441 ("Nagano") in 
view of U.S. Patent Publication No. US 200301144127 ("Baldwin"). Office Action at 
pages 3-4. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection. Applicants respectfully disagree 
with Examiner's statements and conclusions regarding the disclosures of Nagano 
and Baldwin, and respectfully submit that their combined disclosure does not 
support an obvious rejection. Applicants respectfully submit, for the record, that 
Nagano's capacitor 21 connects to a low pass filter 10 for an automatic gain control 
signal, to control the gain tenninal 5a of the power amplifier 5. Baldwin's "power 
control" circuit 109 accumulates error, to generate the "PC" signal gain control of the 
amplifier 103. Neither Nagano nor Baldwin is even remotely material to any of 
Applicants' original or pending claims. 

For purposes of expediting the present application, however, Applicants have 
amended claim 1 to include the limitations of its dependent claim 2, which is 
indicated as allowable if rewritten in independent form. Claim 2 is canceled, without 
any disclaimer of subject matter. 

Applicants respectfully submit that, as amended all claims of the present 
application are in condition for allowance.

In view of the foregoing, Applicants respectfully request that the application 
be reconsidered, that claims 1 , and 3-1 1 be allowed and, with allowed claims 12-23 
that the application be passed to issue.
